DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' response filed 8/5/201 1 included an IDS filing with 2 foreign 
references which were considered by the examiner and an affidavit signed by 
Katsuya Takigawa on 8/2/201 1 . Applicants did not make any amendments to the 
claims. Applicants' arguments along with the affidavit were persuasive in 
overcoming the 35 USC 103 rejection over Cohen in view of Shimomura from the 
office action mailed 5/5/201 1 , therefore this rejection is withdrawn. For the 
reasons stated below, claim 13 is in allowable condition. 

Examiners Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As evidenced by the prior art references of record, it is well known in the 
art for refrigeration compositions to include hydrofinished mineral base oils to 
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Art Unit: 1771 

which additives including phosphorothionates and phosphates are added. 
However, the compositions of the instant application are unique in that they are 
limited to a narrow range of base oils having a kinematic viscosity of 55.5-57.2 
mm 2 /s at 40 °C, a nitrogen content of no more than 20 ppm, a sulfur content of 
less than 48 ppm, and an aromatics concentration of 10 to 15. Also, the 
phosphorothionates and phosphates are limited to a very specific range of 
compounds and are also present in very narrow concentration ranges. The 
combination of base oil and specific additives leads to enhanced wear protection 
and a lower coefficient of friction than would normally be expected of a 
composition with these additives. 

Applicants have shown unexpected results by comparing their 
refrigeration compositions to a known set of compositions which adequately 
represent the prior art as is discussed by applicants in the affidavit. From the 
tables of the instant specification it is evident that applicants' example 
formulations perform much better in terms of wear protection and have lower 
coefficient of friction than known formulations. Also, applicants showed that 
unexpected results were only shown within a narrow concentration range for the 
base oil. This was persuasive in overcoming the Cohen and Shimomura 
references wherein the hydrofinished mineral oils were present in lower 
concentrations. It is the position of the examiner that applicants have 
demonstrated unexpected results across the full scope of the claims.
